Kentuckians concerned about strip mining 
in Eastern Kentucky got unexpected support 
the other day from Congressman Carl Perkins 
whose district encompasses most of the region’s 
coal field. 

In a stinging attack, Perkins said, “We*re 
running steamshovels and bulldozers around u 
lot of these hills where they shouldnt be run¬ 
ning.” 

He also criticized broad-form deeds which 
permit a coal operator to strip the surface 
of a property owner's land although holding 
rights only to the minerals The deeds were 
negotiated long ago before strip and auger 
mining were invented. 

Perkins made his remarks in Breathitt 
County which is close to the heart of the 


stripping operations in Eastern Kentucky. 
Heretofore' Perkins had been silent on the 
issue so his remarks were a definite break 
with the past. 

Their significance is that Perkins, like a 
lot of other politicians in the mountains, in¬ 
cluding several Fiscal Courts, recognizes the 
mood of the people on the subject. More and 
more people in the area are beginning to 
recognize that strip mining provides few jobs,
